Chief Shippy’s order was concise as to his

the civil service law of this state oi was null 
and void; 

It ig therefore ordered that the unlewtul action

letter be not accepted as a resignation. 

The order, which took effect at 7 o’clock 
in the evening, came within twenty-four 
hours of an exact year since the filing of 
Collins’ formal charges, which were placed 
in the hands of the trial board Aug. 25, 1906. 
He had been suspended pending charges fif- 
teen days prior to that date, and it was on 
Oct. 30 that the charges were dismissed. 


New Division on West Side. 
Preceding the reinstatement order in nu- 
meration at least was that creating the ter-_ 
ritory over which Inspector Lavin will today 
take command. With the reinstatement of 
Inspector Hunt two weeks ago all of the in- 
spectorships were filled, and now a new one 
ig created for the west side. Formerly all of 
that territory was managed from the Des- 
plaines street station, Now from West Har- 
rison street south to the south branch is made 
a new division, with the Maxwell street sta- 
tion as headquarters. | 
This is to be known as the Third division. 
The stations included in the divisions 
changed by last night’s order areas follows: 
Third division, Maxwell street, headquarters; 
Canalport avenue, Hinman street, West Thir- 
teenth street, and Lawndale stations. 

Fourth division, Desplaines street, headquarters; 
Lake street, Warren avenue, West Lake street, 
and Austin stations. f | 

Fifth divisions West Chicago avenue, headquar- 
ters; Rawson street, West North avenue, Attrill 
street, Cragin, and Irving Park stations. 

Sixth division, Chicago avenue, headquarters; 
Hudson avenue, Halsted street, Town Hall, Shef- 
field avenue, Robey street, Summerdale, and Rog- 
ers Park stations. 

The exact boundaries of the new Third are 
the south branch and the drainage canal on 
the southwest, Harrison street on the north, 
the south branch on the east, and Forty-sixth 
and Forty-eighth avenues on the west. The 
best known neighborhood in it is the 
“ Ghetto.” 


Backus and Revere Shifted. 

In carrying out the general scheme of al- 
tered divisions Chief Shippy ordered In- 
spector Anson Backus transferred from the 
Desplaines street station to the Chicago ave- 
nue station in place of Inspector John L. Re- 
vere, who goes to Desplaines street. 

Several minor changes of importance to 
the stations where they are effective were 
made. The territory of the Twenty-second 
street station was cut down. The territory 
beween Twenty-second and Thirty-first 
streets and State and Clerk streets was 
transferred to the jurisdiction of ms Cottage 
Grove avenue police. 

Chief Shippy said that all the reasons for 
actions were contained fn the formal orders; 
but it was known thet his sympea- 
thies lay with the inspectors ousted 
by Collins before and after ey left 
the department. Inepector Hunt, as he 
was not governed by the civil service lave 
was dismissed summarily, but for Inspec- 
tor Lavin’s removal the filing of direct 
charges was necessary. 
The case against him was based primarily 
on the robbery of a south side jewelry store 
in 1901, to which Patrolman P. J. Mahoney 
had pleaded guilty. The charges were kept 
secret by Collins for more than two weeks 
and when they were made public Inspector 
Lavin laughed at them. He expressed great

nue, in Chicago. Incidentally he made a call 
at newspaper offices. 

Although he’s not bent on making converts 
this trip, the doctor will not refuse your ap- 
plication if satisfied that you are pure enough 
to stand the pressure. Already Miss Helena 
M. Block of Avenue G and Hast Ninety- 
eighth street, Canarsie, graduate of public 
school 125; Etta Glick, same address, orig- 
inally removed from Boston, | Mass.; and 
Abraham Levine, 97 Willett street, Manhat- 
tan, have joined. Abraham Levine isa rabbi 
and a doctor, Dr. Gluck says, and, as Dr. 
Gluck further says, he must indeed be next 
to what he’s about. 


Perfect Living a Requisite. 

Dr. Gluck also carries an offer that looks 
like a cinch for the couple which wins out in 
the scramble to close with it. 

“7 will wager any sum, say $10,000 to $30,- 
000, deposited in any New York bank,” the 
doctor says, “that any healthy ‘man and 
woman who will live perfect lives for fifteen 
months, according to my direction, may have 
a perfect child—a child that will talk at birth, 
have an adult brain, and stature at the age 
of 5 years, and be a genius in any line that 
the parents shall select during those fifteen 
months of perfect living. I'll even promise 
that the child will never die.” 

After this declaration the pundit doesn’t 
at all mind being asked who the blazes he 
is.

Gluck started his Milwaukee avenue colony 
which was to learn and then show the world 
how to turn out absolutely perfect human 
beings.

A while ago Miss Undkr Fyffe and Richard 
Wunder thought they'd like to try if, and 
signed a compact to follow Dr. Gluck’s recipe 
for months before marriage and after. But 
one day the old Harry or something got into 
Wunder, and he up and kissed his fiancée. 
It quashed the experiment, for if you go in 
after that $30,000 you can’t so much as step 
on each other’s toes until the day is reached 
when you both are perfect. 


Gluck Is Yet Childless. 
Dr. Gluck has been married seven years, 
but is childless. “If I ha@e child and it turned 
out not to be perfect I would consider myself 
lost forever,” he said. “ My wife is highly 
educated and is a wonderfully good woman, 
put I sadly realize that not yet is she ready to 
be the mother of a perfect child. She was

Field will make her home in England more 
or less permanently. She is charmed with 
English life and the English people.

A new, but not wholly unexpected, oppo- 
sition to the Chicago charter took off its 
cover yesterday and came out openjy against 
the act.

A report signed by the “ charter commit- 
tee ” of the board was presented to the com- 
missioners with the signatures of William 
Best, Lyman A. Walton, C. L. Hutchinson, 
Edward J. Rainey, and Henry G. Foreman, 
and was adopted.

The south park system enjoys the benefit 
of the heavy assessments in the business 
district.

Hopes to Convince Railway Men 
So Mayor Busse thinks that when he ca 
show the roads the advantage to-them o 
using electricity instead of steam in enter- 
ing the city they will come around to It, and 
that is the reason he went east and engaged 
the services of Vice President Wilgus of the 
New York Central, who electrified the lines 
of that road from New York City agsfar north 
nkers. Mr. Wilgus will be in Chicago 
Oct. 1, will investigate the situation, and 
then make a report showing the railway 
managers what can and what cannot be done, 
and go into details with them. 
It is of course possible for a city gdministra- 
or whatever one wants to call it, to bring un- 
reasonable railway managers to time. But 
it is the idea of the mayor that Mr. Wilgus 


can show them so clearly the advantages of 


electrification that coercion will not be neces- 


sary. | 

It is the freight yard problem Mr. Wilgus 
is expected to wrestle with. He has demon- 
strated in New York that as far as through 
passenger and suburban business goes it Is 
eand 
money, to use electricity. But in New York's 
city limits there are no freight yards. In 
Chicago there are many. The main objection 
of the roads to a thorough electrification is 
hauling their freight cars by electric mo- 
tors into the city. 


Wants to Banish Smoky Engines. 
“YT have every reason to hope that the 
steam locomotives can be kept out of 'Chi- 
said the mayor. “ Of course, it isa 
larger proposition here than it was in New 
York, but from what I saw there and what 
Mr. Wilgus told me in the time I had to talk 


with him I see no insuperable objections. 


‘The advantages to the roads are plain 
enough. In New York it has been | dem- 
onstrated that while the cost of operation 
is about the same the facilitation of traffic 
amounts to an increase of 25 per cent in the 
use of the tracks,and that is no small element 
of saving in the railroad business. 

*“‘It means also an increase in the use of 
ground for depots. All steam locomotives 
must come in on one level and under a high 
shed. With electric motors you can havea 
double decked or triple decked depot. The 
New York Central is now changing its Forty- 
second street depot so one set of trains will 
come in the basement, another on the street 
level, and another on a second story 
structure. It increases the capacity of the 
depot grounds just as a high building adds 
to thé value of the land on which it is built. 


Need of Change Is Conceded. 

“ That electrification will go a long ways 
toward doing away with the smoke nuisance 
in°Chicago everybody concedes. Even the 
railway people acknowledge they are bad 
offenders, but claim they are doing the best 
they can. It would be a better scheme to get 
the smoke locomotives out of the city en- 
tirely. 

“In New York each suburban car is 
equipped with electric motors and can be run 
independently or in trains, as may be neces- 
sary. Through, trains are carried out of the 
city by electric engines. They are big affairs, 
too, and can haul a heavy load. These elec- 
tric engines cos? $30,000 each, while an av- 
erage steam one costs $15,000, but seventy- 
five of them can do the work of 100 of the 
old kind, and the cost of fuel is cut down as 
there is no waste when they are idle, The 
present locomotive has to keep up jsteani 
whether it is moving or not. | 

*‘The electric engine can go faster inside 
the city limits. It can be stopped quicker and 
ean start quicker than the steam one, and 
‘that means a great deal inside ofa city. It 
means faster time and fewer accidents. 


Tnird Rail Peril Avoided. 
“The abolishing of steam certainly has 
worked wonders with the tunnel entering the 
Forty-second street station fn New York. In 
the old days travel through that tunnel was 
something awful. Now’ the: air in it ts as 
clean and pure as it is down at the lake front 
when no Illinois Central trains are making 

trouble. | 
“The ‘third rail’ is used in New York, 
but it stands up above the other rails, is pro- 
tected on top and sides so a man can step 
on it or run across it without harm, and the 
contact is had at the bottom. The cars are 

equipped for trolley contact as well.””

¥ home rule is the 
right of a city to govern itself in 
‘ strictly local affairs, subject to the 
general laws of the state. For a 
generation past the great lack of Amert- 
can cities has been sufficient power 
to carry on their local duties in a 
way. The constant demands of cities for 
this power have led to continued bargain- 
ing and corruption in the state legislature 
of a sort that has made the municipali- 
ties the football of corrupt politicians, 
and at the same time has ‘stun and 
dwarfed the natural growth of Ameri- 
can communities. ia ae 
Like ‘all other cities, Chicago has suf- 
fered from this same difficulty.. The law 
under which ‘the city is at present gov- 
erned was enacted in 1872, and is a gen- 
eral law, applicable to all cities in the 
state of Illinois, regardless of population. 
This document is essentially a village 
charter, and not an instrument*of gov- 


ernment suitable for a great metropolis 


of over 2,000,000 population. The in- 
evitable result has been that year after 
year delegations of Chicago citizens have 
descended upon Springfield for the pur- 
pose of securing ‘additional enabling legis- 
lation. Within the last ten years alone 
no less than fifty different measures have 
been enacted by the legislature for the 
purpose of increasing the local powers 
of the city of Chicago, and many more 
measures were introduced, but were re- 
jected by the legislature for lack of time 
in which to consider them properly, or 
for other reasons.

The law requires that 
the city treasurer shall give bond in an 
amount equal to the estimated receipts 
and expenditures of the current fiscal 
year. In Chicago, however, this bond 
has amounted to $22,500,000. The result 
has been that the treasurer, giving so 
high a bond, has retained in whole or in 
part the interest upon the public funds, 
and the city has been unable to secure 
any large portion of this revenue. The 
loss to the city from this item alone in 
the last ten years would have constructed 
a new city hall. If the city had possessed 
power to change the bond the interest oa 
public funds, averaging from $5,000,000 
to $10,000,000, would have been saved. 
Another illustration is seen in the 
workings of the special assessment law. 
Under the present system the city has 
no power to appropriate money for the 
purpose of protecting the credit of spe- 
cial assessment bonds, which is | some- 
times imperiled by protracted litigation.

Again, in the recent Iroquois fire case 
the city ordinance regulating the theater 
distriet was declared unconstitutional by 
the court on the ground that no specific 
power was given in the general law to 
create particular districts.

stantly been crippled and hampered be- 


cause of the lack of power adequate to 
the developing needs of a growing com- 
munity.

The charter convention endeavored to 
secure for the city a broad and flexible 
grant of power which would make con- 
stant application to the legislature for ad- 
ditional authority unnecessary. The 
charter provides that the city “shall be 
vested with powers of local legislation 
adequate to a complete system of local 
municipal government, subject to the 
general laws of the state. And it is 
further provided that “the specifica- 
tion of particular powers by this charter 
shall not be construed as impairing the 
general grant of powers hereby bestowed, 
except that no taxes shall be levied or 
imposed by the city council other than as 
hereinafter provided.” 7 

‘ = | 

The. charter also contains a provision 
to the effect that no general laws here- 
after enacted relative to the government 
of the affairs of cities of the state shall, 
in the absence of express legislative in- 
tent to the contrary, be construed as ap- 
plying to the city of Chicago. 

Not only has this broad and general 
grant of power been made to the city, 
but additional authority to amend the 
charter has been conferred in article v., 
section 4. This section provides that, 
‘whenever this charter makes any pro- 
visions or regulations with regard to a 
matter the regulation of which the legis- 
lature has power to delegate to the city 
council, the city council may adopt an 
ordinance regulating such matter in whole 
or in part, and submit to the voters of 
the city, in manner previded for the sub- 
mission of proposals to popular vote, the 
question whether the provisions of the 
charter regulating such subject matter 
shall be discontinued, and the ordinance 
adopted by the city, council be substituted 
in their stead.” 

But the proviso is made “that this

control of the school system of the city 
in a board of education, or to, any};

ly prohibiting or restraining the exercise 
of particular powers by the city or any 
department or. officer thereof.” 

Under this clause the city ‘may alter 
the structure: of its government from 
time to time. It may, for example, 
change the number on the board of edu- 
cation or their mode of election; it may 
change the number of the civil service 
commissioners, or amend the civil service 
act. It may change the mode of appoint- 
ment of the park board, or it may substi- 
tute another primary law for that pro- 
vided in.the charter act. In this way a 
measure of flexibility is introduced into 
the city government, so that changes of 
exclusively local importance may be made 
by the locality without recourse to Sprivg- 
field. It is believed that this ‘general 
grant of .authority, together with the 
amending power, will make it possible 
for the city to carry on its municipal 
functions without the constantly recurring 
necessity for appgals to the state legisla- 
ture which have been in the past so dis- 
astrous to the growth of the city and so 
unfortunate for the legislative. body itself. 

These powers were obtained for the 
city only after determined opposition cn 
the part of the legislative body had been 
overcome, Many éf, the country mem- 
bers regarded these provisions as entirely 
too broad and sweeping in their charac- 
ter; some even went so far as to de- 
nounce the proposed articleas equivalent 
to secession on the part of thes‘eity from 
the state of Illinois. A constitutional 
amendment was introduced providing that, 
in return for power so granted, the repre- 
sentation of the city of Chicago should 
hereafter be limited in the senate to one- 
third of the total’ number, regardless of 
the population of the city: This amend- 
ment was supported strongly, and, in 
fact, received a majority vote in the 
senate, although lacking the two-thirds 
vote necessary for a constitutional amend- 
ment. 

Anothér resolution was {ntroduced pro- 
viding that the powers of the city should 
not be broad and general in their terms, 
but that-the city should have only specific, 
detailed, and enumerated authorities. 
This resolution also was supported strong- 
ly, but finally was defeated. It is at 
least doubtful whether as liberal a grant 
of power could again be ‘obtained from 
the state legislature without a perpetual 
limitation of the representation of the 
city.

Answers War Secretary’s Keynote 
‘Speech at Columbus, 0. 


ROADS NEED NOT BE AFRAID. 


Thinks Ohioan’s ‘‘Rhetorical Denunci- 
ation’’ Means Little.

\ Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 26.—William J. Bryan's 
reply to the speech ot Secretary Taft at 
Columbus, O., was given out tonight. The 
secretary is condemned as a “ straddler”’ 
.on nearly all the important issues and criti- 
cised for not taking advanced ground in 
reforms. > | 

Mr. Bryan complains, also, that his own 
position has been misrepresented by the sec- 
retary. He says: | 

“Secretary Taft's speech will prove a dis- 
appointment to those who expected a clear 
bugle note in favor of reform. There is not 
a single question on which he takes a strong 
advanceé position. | 

“On the railroad question, he is in favor 
of preventing watered stock, opposes the 
consolidation of competing lines and the dup- 
lication of directorates. So far so good; but 
he does not advocate the ascertaining of the 
value of the roads or the reduction of rates. 
He even defends the president. from the 
charge of favoring the reductions made by 
the states. The railroads may object to this 
rhetorical denunciation of abuses, but they 
will hardly be scared by his remedies, 


Says Taft Favors Trusts. 

**On the trust question he thunders at un- 
lawful trusts, but not only does not recom- 
mend new legislation but takes the position 
that a monopoly may not be harmful. He 
seems to lean toward the idea that it must 
be convicted of some harmful act—and this 
throws the burden of proof upon the gov- 
ornment. | 

“He recognizes that “restraint is more 
difficult’ when one corporation gwallows up 
a lot of other corporations—that ‘it in- 
volves enormous labor on the part of the 
government to prosecute such a combina- 
tion because ‘the proof of the gist of the of- 
fense lies underneath an almost limitless 
variety of transactions,’ and yet he is op- 
posed to the license system, which would 
enable the government to absolutely prevent 
@ monopoly. 

‘In other words, he gives the benefit of 
the doubt to the corporation instead of to the 
people. He thinks that putting one or two 
trust magnates in the penitentiary would 
have a healthy effect, but he usés so many 
qualifying words that one is left in doubt 
as to what he really favors. : 


Censures Inheritance Tax View. 

“ After submitting an argument in support 

of an inheritance tax and a graduated in- 
come tax, he concludes by saying that he 
is not in favor of adopting either of them 
now. At some future time he may adopt 
them, if they are needed. 
_* He comes out strong in favor of gogern- 
ment by injunction, but doe not take any 
position on arbitration and election of sena- 
tors by the people. » 

‘‘He takes a rap at socialism; denounces 
the initiative and referendum and presents 
an argument against government ownership 
of railroads. He.is stronger in stating what 
he opposes than in stating what he favors 
and he—unintentionally, of course—misstates 
Mr. Bryan’s position on several questions, 


Calls Tariff Plan a Farce. 


“ He makes out a-strong case in favor of 
tariff reform, but when he gets to the remedy 
he goes no further than the republican lead- 
ers have gone in former campaigns. He 
wants enough tariff to cover the difference 
In cost of labor here and abroad—the excuse 
given for the present tariff—and he wants the 
tariff reformed by its friends. ‘ Tariff re- 
form by the friends of the tariff’ is a farce 
and a fraud, and the secretary runs away 
from the conclusions which would naturally 
be — from the statistics which he pre- 
sents. 

“The conservatives may object to his 
speech because it admits many democratic 


encouragement in it. It is a straddle of the 


contentions, but mo real reformer wil] find 


most important issues—a compromise Jnstead 
of fight forreform.” 


Taft Makes Three Speeches. 

Joplin, Mo., Aug. 26.—Secretary William H. 
Taft delivered three speeches in Joplin and 
vicinity today.

Ships Will Use 100,504 Tons Over 
Their Bunker Capacity. 


COAL SUPPLY IS 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 26.—Acting Secre- 
tary Newberry returned to Washington from 
Oyster Bay today, bringing official details of 
the projected cruise of the battleship fleet to 
the Pacific ' 

Everything will be in readiness for the 
fleet to sail on Dec. 1, and the date of de- 
parture will be between Dec. 1 and 15. All 
of the orders to the heads of bureaus are 
of a verbal character. As arranged, the 
itinerary provides for ten knots an hour, 
which is regarded as the most economic 
speed for the fleet. 

This will permit the colliers te accompany 
the fleet for: part of the voyage on the At- 
lantic side. Stafting with their bunkers 
filled with coal, the ships will require in ad- 
dition 100,504 tons, not counting the coal 
that will be burned by the torpedo boats, 
which will. be .provided by merchants en 
route, : | 

Many Colliers Are Needed. 

This great supply of coa} must be provided 

by colliers. Four small colliers, the Han- 


} nibal, Marcellus, Sterling, and Nanshan, car- 
i rying 2,200 tons each, will accompany the 


fleet to Trinidad, and five larger colliers, the 
Ajax, Abarenda, Brutus, Cesar, and Nero, 
carrying 4,000 tons each, will g@as far as 
Rio Janeiro. 

It will be necessary to charter twelve addi- 

tional colliers, and four of these will meet the 
fleet at Sandy Point, Magellan straits; four 
at Callao, Peru, and four at Magdalena bay. 
omen of the colliers will carry 6,000 tons of 
coal. ; 
It is the intention of the navy department 
to buy as much American coal as possible, 
but in some instances foreign coal will have to 
be used. The character of the torpedo boats 
makes it possible for them to coal at regular 
stations devoted to commercial steamers. 


Floating Machine Shop Going. 

The Panther, carrying a full machine shop, 
and the Culgoa and the Glacier, supply ships, 
wil. accompany the fleet the entire voyage. 

Magdalena bay will be reached about March 
9, according to plans, but the itinerary at 
this point gives ten days additional. Target 
practice there will continue for about a 
month. Some of the battleships then will 
go to Puget sound and part to San Francisco. 
Nothing has been settled concerning the re- 
turn of a part or all of the fleet, and prob- 
ably will not be settled until sixty days in 
advance of the actual return.

PARENTS FRENZIED AT SIGHT

Wemen Onlookers Faint, and One 
Runs Through Aisles Crying ‘Fire.’ 


A 5 year old boy, Moses; Benjamin, was 
caught in the narrow space between an ele- 
vator and its shaft at Hillman’s department 
store in State street yesterday afternoon and 
almost instantly killed. :

an elevator on the ground floor, near the 
State street entrance. As the car neared 
the four floor Moses moved forward.

Little 9 year old Eva Schrader, daughter 
of John Schrader, a railroad construction 
worker of Tolleston, a part of Gary, Ind., 
fell the victim of one of the most revolting. 
murders that ever aroused the residents of | 
that district, yesterday. | 
The body of the child, bearing unmistak- 
able evidence that the death resulted from @ 
brutal assault, was found by Mrs. Schrader, 
the mother, partly hidden in a thicket, @ 
short distance back of the Schrader house, 
The news of the murder spread Mke wildfire, 
and within a few hours the country was be- 
ing scoured by several posses, composed of 
business men, steel workers, and policemen, 
in search of the unknown assailant. ' 

During the afternoon three bloodhounds 
belonging to John Farley of Crown Point. 
Ind., were put on the trail, but as the posses 
had traveled over the trail the hounds could 
not work to advantage, and finally were’ 
taken back to the county seat. ; 

Sent with Message to Father. cae 

In the morning Mrs. Schrader had sent 
Ella with a message and $1.50 to Mr. 
Schrader, who was at work with a steam 
shovel gang, half a mile away. The path 
leading to her destination led through an un- 
inhabitable waste of sand dunes overgrown 
with scrub. oak. The child frequently had 
made the trip, taking dinner to the father, 
and returning without ever encountering 
any one. 

The child delivered the message. She was 
a pretty blue eyed, light haired youngster, 
and always had attracted much attention 
from the sun tanned men at work on the 
shovel. It was customary for them to bring 
dainties and pieces of cake from their homes.

New Lusitania Gives Lucania Three

ers Lucania and Lusitania on the latter’s 
maiden Atlantic voyage.

He believes that all 
Fez will acclaim him, and that Mulai Abdul 
Aziz will be forced to abandon Fez and go 
to Mecca with half his wives. 


German Discontent Denied. 

It is officially stated that a cordial exchange 
of views occurred between Ambassador Cam- 
bon and Chancellor von Btilow on the subject 
of Morocco, and that Germany) appreciates 
the difficulty of France's position. 

Premier Clemenceau went to Rambouillet 
today, where he was closeted for two hours 
with President Fallieres. On his return to 
Paris he conferred at length with Foreign 
Minister Pichon, War Minister Piquart, 
Marine Minister Thomson, and Labor Minis- 
ter Viviani No statement has heen issued 
concerning the conference, The cabinet will 
meet again on Wednesday in Paris and on 
Saturday at Rambouillet.

British Subjects Ask Fleet.

TANGIER, Aug. 26.—British residents to- 
day voiced their alarm over the danger which 
threatens all foreigners here. They adopted, 
in massmeeting, a petition to their home 
government, demanding the dispatch of 
British war vessels to Tangier to counteract 
what is termed ‘the disastrous results of 
the French landing at Casablanca.” 

The petition declares that the French and 
Spanish preparations for the protection of 
the lives and property of Europeans are en- 
tirely inadequate, as there are only one 
French and.one Spanish cruiser, with a 
landing force of 500 men. 

The petition was presented to the British 
minister, with the request that he forward 
it to London at once. 

Later in the day members of the Spanish 
colony here also voted to petition Spain to 
send additional warships to Tangier on the 
ground that Spanish citizens have not suffi- 
cient protection.

‘The American rule at present is a good 
one. It makes for a healthy, wholesome, 
seaworthy type of boat. No doubt it would 
be better for Europe and America to have 
the rule, whether American or international, 
because a boat built for America is of no use 
for racing in this country. Iam not finding 
fault with the present rule as it now exists. 
It gives us a better chancé, as it provides 
that the competitor must be a yacht, and not- 
a machine. 

“I hope the coming races for the cup will 
be sailed under the present rules of the New 
York Yacht club with good, seaworthy 
boats.” 

Sure He Can Win This Time. 

Sir Thomas continued: “ If I challenge I’m 
confident I'll bring over the cup this time. 
If I compete it will be through the Royal 
Irish Yacht club. We challenged twice 
through the Royal Ulster Yacht club in the 
north. Now I want to give the south a 
chance, to see if my luck will change. IfI 
should win the cup it would be a great thing 
for Dublin, as the subsequent races would 
have to be sailed in Dublin bay.”

Austrian Draft Balked on Verge 


of Aceeptance; Articles 
Are Shifted. '

THE HAGUE, Aug. 26.—The question of 
obligatory arbitration‘entered today upon a 
definite phase as a result of a new American 
proposition which was worked out, drafted, 
and presented by Gen. Horace Porter of the 
American delegation to the peace confer- 
ence and approved by Washington. Except 
for this American the Austrian proposition, 


| which practically postpones the question and 


which also was presented today, would cer- 
tainly have been adopted. 

The first two articles of the new proposi- 
tion are the same as in the original draft 
which was presented July 9. These provide 
that the permanent court of arbitration is 
to be constituted and composed of fifteen 
judges chosen by the different countries to 
serve for years (the number of years 
left blank),.or until their successers are ap- 
pointed; that the court is to sit at The 
Hague; that it will establish its own rules, 
and that all decisions are to be taken by a 
majority vote, nine members to compose ¢ 


quorum. 
New Third Article. 

The new third article covers the following 
cases: The differences regarding the inter- 
pretation of the stipulations in the matter 
of customs, tariffs, the measurement of ships, 
the consideration of foreigners as citizens so 
far as taxation is concerned, and the right of 
foreigners to buy and possess property, as 
well as the differences regarding the inter- 
pretation and the application of the follow- 
ing conventions: 

For the international protection of work- 
e concerning railways, means to prevent 
collisions at sea,:literary and artistic copy- 
right, rules of commercial and industrial 
companies, weights and measures, recip- 
rocal free assistance for poor patients, the 
conventions regarding boards of health, in- 
ternational and private law, and civil and 
penal procedures. This article covers also 
the differences regarding pecuniary claims 
about damages when -the principle of in- 
demnity is admitted by the parties concerned. 

Article No. 3 in the original draft becomes 
article No. 4 in the new draft and recites 
that in no case, unless the parties expressly 
consent thereto, can a judge participate in 
the consideration or decision of a matter 
brought before the court in which his own 
country is concerned. 

By the fifth article it is understood that the 
stipulations admitting obligatory arbitra- 
tion under special conditions in treaties al- 
ready concluded or to be concluded remain 
in force. 


Diplomacy Clause Is Switched, 

Article 4 of the original draft, which de- 
clares the court shall be competent to take 
cognizance of and determine all cases re- 
garding differences of an international! char- 
acter between sovereign states which cannot 
be settled through diplomacy, becomes article 
7 in the new draft. 

Article 6 of the original, which declares 
that the present permanent court of arbitra- 
tion may, so far as possible, contribute to the 
formation of the basis of the new court, be- 
comes, with the addition of minor details, 
article 8 of the new draft. 

It is supposed that the Austrian proposi- 
tion was presented in behalf of Germany 
after the receipt of instructions by Herr 
Kriege of the German delegation, who went 
to Berlin three deys ago to receive them.

DEATH MESSAGE IS BALKED 


Girl at Summer Resort Unaware 
of Her Family’s Bereavement. 


OLD CITIZEN PASSES AWAY. 


Heart Disease Suddenly Ends the Life 
of George E. Purington.

George E. Purington, 81 years old, for haif 
a century identified with the business and 
religious life of Chicago, Mes dead in his 
residence, 243 La Salle avenue, while his 
daughter, one of two surviving children, 
is enjoying herrelfin northern Michigan with 
the possibility of not knowing of her father’s 
demise for several days, because of the wire 
tieup.

Drops Dead of Heart Disease. 


Mr. Purington dropped dead of heart dis- 
ease in the afternoon in the hallway of his 
home. He was walking from the dining 
room to the parlor when he felt the attack 
coming on. He called to his daughter in an 
adjoining room, but before she could reach 
him he had fallen to the floor dead. 

A quarter of a century ago Mr. Purington 
was one of the largest land owners in Chi- 


cago. Mis holdings comprised the Purington 


block, which he built just north of where 
the Auditorium now stands in Michigan ave- 
nue; a block of houses in La Salle avenue, 
between Chicago avenue and Chestnut 
street, and several large holdings on the 
west side. , 

To the. old time business men of the city 
he ts best remembered as the senior partner 
in the firm of Purington-Scranton company, 
ship chandlers. He retired from active busi- 
ness in 1876, although eight years later he 
was manager of the Merchants’ Safe Deposit 
company, which he held until the stock was 
sold to Charles B. Pike In 1898. 

In the early years Mr. Purington lived fn 
Evanston, where he was identified with the 
interests of the Presbyterian church. When 
he removed to Chicago he became interested 
in the Fourth Presbyterian church. He was 
also a life member of the ¥. M.C. A. 

From the first day he landed in this city 
sie. Purhiaton was a reader of THE TRIB- 
UNE, and championed the various civic and 
business reforms suggested by this paper. 


Son of Maine Sea Captain. 

Mr. Purington was born in Maine on June 
25, 1826. He was the eldest son of Capt. 
Isaac and Mary Robingon Foster Purington. 
His father wae a sea captain. The son came 
to Chicago in 1847 and was married ten years 
later to Marianne Josephine|Sturtevant. He 
is survived by two daughters, Mies Adele and 
Mise Lilla. The latter left three days ago for 
her vacation trip in Michigan.

Telegraph Strikers’ Committee. 
MEN MUST APPLY IN PERSON. 


Operators in Canada Said to Be on the 
Point of Walking Out. , 


- Local officials of the telegraph companies 
came out yesterday with a statement to the 
effect that any settlement of the big wire 
strike is out of the question. The companies 


charged that the election of a * peace ** com- 


mittee by.the strikers was a move to check a 
Pe ag stampede of the men to return to 
ork. ; 

Supt. T. P. Cook of the Western Union 
declared that the strike leaders were de- 
ceiving the operators. Hundreds of teleg- 
raphers, he said, are ready to apply fof their 
old positions, but are being restrained by the 
action of the union offielals, who are handing 
out false reports of conditions to the aa 
and file. 

‘*T am positive there will be no meeting 
tween the telegraph company representa- 
tives and a committee of strikers,’ said Mr. 
Cook. ‘* The only way the men can return to 
work is by making individual applications. 
The company will take back such operators 
as it sees fit. The peace agitation is nothing 
more than talk of imaginative strike lead- 
ers.” 

Mr. Cook asserted that the Western Union 
force of operators is now stronger than at 
any time since the strike was called. He said 
thirty new men were put at work during the 


day. 
Canada Operators May Strike. 


Although the union leaders talked of peace, 
they did not relax their efforts in combating 
the telegraph companies. It was reported 
that the operators in Canada were on the 
point of striking, and Secretary Wesley 
Russell said the word to walk out might be 
given the men at any hour. , 

The Canadian telegraphers, it was said, 
had wired for permission to strike several 
times during the day. According to Mr. 
Russell, they objected to operating wires 
from Canadiah points to American offices 
where nonunion telegraphers were sitting 
at the keys. 

‘The Canadian situation is extremely deli- 
cate,” he said. ‘* If the operators should go 
out there it would affect chiefly such points 
as St. Paul, Minneapolis, Detroit, and Buf- 


%> 


Talk of Calling Out Linemen. 


The possibility of the electric linemen being 
drawn into the strike also developed. The 
union officials sald they were in communica- 
tion with representatives of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, 
who had offered the support oftthat organ- 
ization if needed. 

A strike of the linemen and electrical re- 
pairers, it was asserted, would prove a blow 
to the telegr@ph companies, as it would 
leave the wires exposed to all sorts of damage 
by storms and accidents. It was said there 
was no danger of any tmmediate trouble of 
this sort, but that the aid of the electricians 
might be called for if the strike continues for 
another week. 

At local union headquarters no word was 
received from President Small, @#ho is in 
New York. 8. J. Konenkamp of the general 
executive board said that some message was 
expected from the strike leader today. The 
union leaders declared they were ignorant 
of Small’s movements in New York. 

Reports were received that 2,000 cable- 
gtams were being delayed at Galveston, Tex., 
on account of the strike of the cable operat- 
ore there. The messages were said to be 
from Mexican and South American points 
and destined for Europe. 


NO EFFORT AT CONFERENCE. 


President Small of Telegraphers’ Union 
Makes No Attempt to See Com- 
pany Officials. 


New York, Aug. 26.—[Special.]J—No at- 
tempt was made today by Nationa! President 
Small of the commercial telegraphers to 
reach the officials of the telegraph com- 
panies, and the attitude ofthe companies was 
not encouraging. 

The Western Union officials reiterated that 
they will not see Small, or any other labor 
leader; that there can be noarbitration under 
any circumstances. Little attention is being 
paid to the Postal situation by the strike 
leaders, who admit that the fight is mainly 
directed against the Western Union com- 
pany. 

Several statements were made during the 
day by President Small. Summed up, they 
were that the operators of the Western 
Union company were so overworked that a 
number were in danger of a collapse, that 
there was no chance of arbitration, but thata 
plan that was fair would be acceptable when 
the proper time came, that the companies 
were bound to lose the fight, and that the 
strikers were assured of financial ald that 
would enable them to hold out for six months 


if necessary. 
Choose “‘Arbitration Electors.” 


Norfolk, Va., Aug. 26.—The striking teleg- 
raphers of Norfolk, Portsmouth, and the 
Jamestown exposition have appointed E. M. 
Kilpatrick, representing the Western Union 
men, and E. M. Harvey, representing the 
Postal men, ae electors to participate in the 
election of one representative from Virginia, 
the Carolinas, and parts of West Virginia 
and Tennessee to appear for the strikers at 
New York in the event of a “ compromise 
arbitration.”” This action followed instruc- 
tions from President Small.

proposition made during the day by their 
employers. The terms granted were almost 
up to what the unton had demandedand were 
raga by the men a victory for them- 
selves. 

In brief, the termes offered by the packers 
and accepted by the men are: 

Increase of 1 cent an hour to all teamsters except 
those of the branch houses, who are to receive an 
increase of $1 a week. | 

Hour of starting work to be changed from 3 
a. m. to 6a. m. | 

No work after 12:30 on Saturdays. 

The propositions to which the men de- 
murred, although not, it is believed, suffi- 
ciently to cause a clash, are the following: 

Fifty per cent extra for time on Sundays and 
holidays. 

A maximum requirement of sixty-five hours of 
work a week. ; 

Instead of the first of these the teamster# 
proposed that the regular working time be 

imited tq eleven hours a day, except on 
Saturday, when the workday is to be from 
5 a. m. to 12:30 p. m. 


Drivers’ Demands for Sunday’ Toil. 


As to payment for Sundays and holidays, 
the counter proposition of the drivers is that 
they receive $1 for reporting and working 
the first two hours and 50 cents an hour 
for everything over that. Under the pres- 
ent conditions the men receive the $1 for 
reporting, no matter how long they work. 

A committee was appointed to take up 
these two points with the packers* repre- 
sentatives and report to another meeting of 
the union tomorrow night. No difficulty is 
expected in reaching an agreement, as. the 
difference is not wide. | : 

In addition to these formal terms it is un- 
derstood that the packers promise to make 
working conditions more acceptable in refer- 
ence to barns, wagons, and other matters of 
equipment. : 

The meeting was held at Corcoran’s hall, 
West Forty-seventh street and Princeton avy- 
enue. It was not called to order until il 
o’clock, as the hall was in use by another or- 
ganization, and it was after midnight befo 
a conclusion was reached on each of Me 
employers’ propositions. 


Early Talk of Rejecting Offer. 


Before the meeting opened there was much 
talk of rejecting the terms. When the pack- 
ers’ superintendents, after a long meeting 
in the afternoon, sent C. O. Young as their 
representative to suggest the compromise, 
the sentiment of thé men wag all for refusing 
the olive branch and insisting on the full 
terms demanded by the union, 

“We've got them on the hip,” was the ex- 
pression frequently heard. 

It was felt that the packers were not pre- 
pared for a walkout. 

Even up to the time of the meeting this 
feeling prevailed, at least In appearance, 
but when the time for decision came and the 
proposed terms were gone over one by one, 
the belligerents among the men calmed down. 
It was a quiet meeting. The vote on the ac- 
ceptance of the three propositions, was 
unanimous, and on the two rejected there 
was no conflict as to thp policy adopted.

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FORMER POLICE SERGEANT 
VAINLY SEEKS PATROL JOB. 


Thomas Prendergast, Discharged for 
Cause, Barred from Force at Least a 
Year by Rules.

TRAMPS AND THE RAILROADS. 
The Pennsylvania railroad company has 
issued a circular letter to officers of the 


| law in places along its lines asking their 


codperation in an effort to abate the tramp 
evil. These officers are urged to punish 
all people caught stealing rides on trains. 
The letter gives some statements which 
show the losses sustained by the railroad 
companies because of tramps, the esti- 


mated total being placed at $25,000,000 


a year for all the roads of the country. 

A recent article in the North American 
Review discussed this subject at some 
length. Tramps often steal from the cars, 
and so’ cause losses which the companies 
must make good. But the property losses 
are insignificant when placed beside the 
danger to life. Obstructions are put upon 
‘the tracks. The cars are stoned, The 


often: put on the air brakes quickly, with 
the attendant danger to pidssengers, be- 
cause tramps refuse to get off the tracks. 
Train crews are often attacked, and 
suits for damages follow when the va- 
grants are thrown from moving trains, 
Trainmen have been killed by tramps, 
and hundreds of the tramps themselves 
have met, death in one. form. or other 
while riding illegally. Testimony is abun- 
dant to prove the greatness of the tramp

ORD Kitchener’s many friends and ad- 
mirers in England have been deeply 
incensed by the intimation of the gov- 
ernment and of the secretary of state 
for war in connection with the appoint- 

ment of Gen. Sir John French to the inspector 
generalship of the forces, that the inspector 
general would be the field officer destined 
to take supreme military command in the 
event of war on a large scale, The govern- 
ment adds that the idea in making the ap- 
pointment has been that the generalissimo 
in the event of war should be kept in the 
closest. possible touch with the army in time 
of peace by service as inspector general. 
Now, Sir John French, although a gallant 
and able officer, is at the foot of the list of 
generals; whereas Lord Kitchener is at its 
head. Hitherto it had been understood that 
in the event of war the chief command 
would be taken by the chief‘of the general 
staff, and it was universally believed that 
Lord Kitchener would be appointed to this 
office, which is that held by Field Marshal 
Moltke in the wars of 1866 and 1870, as soon 
as ever he returned from India. His term of 
office as commander-in-chief in India was 
to have expired this year, and reluctantly 
he yielded to the pressing instances of the 
home government that he would remain 
in India for eighteen months or two years . 
longer, in order to personally direct the ex- 
ecution of his wonderful scheme of military 
reorganization, which has excited the admi- 
ration of the leading experts of the age. He 
was made to feel that if he would remain 
at the expense of his inclinations and of 
his health, his interests would not suffer, 
and now he finds a junior in rank, who has 
only been promoted to the rank of full gene- 
ral within the last few months, appointed 
in his absence for a term of years to the 
post which he had every right to expect , 
in view of his services—namely: the one 
which carries with it supreme military com- 
mand in the event of war.

The fact of the matter is that Lord Kitch- 
ener is too imperious, and too intolerant of 
opposition and contradiction, in one word, 
teo independent, to be popular, either at 
court or with the. ministers of the day in 
England; whereas*Sir John French is ex- 
tremely diplomatic, and a particular favorite 
of the prince and princess of Wales. Indeed, 
the prince, who was brought up a@ a sailor, 
is indebted chiefly for his knowledge of 
military matters to Sir John. This slight- 
ing of Lord Kitchener is far from populap, 
is certain to be bitterly attacked in parlia- 
ment and in the press, and will in all likell- 
hood bring Lord Kitchener home from India, 
imbittered by what his friends regard as 
an act of grose injustice.

n the sketches which have been published 
of the bishop of London ‘tn connection with 
his visit to this country—he is already on his 
way across the ocean—I find no mention 
made of the fact that he ig a member of the 
ancient house of Winnington, which has 
been settled in Cheshire for ever 700 years, 
and of which the chief is Sir Francis Win- 
nington, fifth baronet of his line. Sir Ed- 
ward Winnington married the daughter and 
heiress of John Ingram, and it was in defer- 
ence to the terms of her will that her grand- 
Winnington, assumed 
the name and the arms of Ingram, in addi- 
tion to his own, on succeeding to the Ingram 
property. It is this Canon Winnington-In- 
gram’s grandson who is the present bishop 
of London. The Winningtons are connected 
by marriage with the family of the duke of 
Mariborough and with many of the old 
families of the peerage, and the bishop may be 
said to be one of the relatively few prelates 
in the house of lords who can boast of blue 
bloo@ and of social status independent of 
his episcopal rank. 

The bishop is a man of striking appearance, 
so much so that one would be almost tempt- 
ed to doubt the authenticity of the perfectly 
true story told of him shortly after his ele- 
vation to his present office. The late Lord 
Salisbury, who was premier at the time, 
was renowned for his difficulty in remember- 
ing faces. One é¢vening at Marlborough 
house, Lord Salisbury was engaged in con- 
versation with the king, when Dr. Winning- 
ton-Ingram happened to pass them. The 
king nodded kindly to him, whereupon Lord 
Salisbury remarked to his royal host with 
a puzzled expression, ‘*I feel I know that 
face.” Whereupon Edward VIL. replied, 
“ You certainly ought to, since you only the 
other day nominated him for the post of 
bishop of London.”’ 
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The bishop is something more than a mere 
preacher of temperance. He is a strict tee- 
totaler, taking the ground that total absti- 
nence is an indispensable qualification for 
any one who wishes to advance the cause of 
temperance among thé: jintemperate. At a 
meeting of workmen one day he was discuss- 
ing the usual) question when:oute of the men 
shouted: 

“Are you a tot? 

**Of course, I am,” answered the bishop. 

*“ All right then,’ replied the man, ‘* fire 
away. If. you wasn’t I wouldn’t listen to 
you.” 

The bishop, by virtue of his office, is dean 
of all the chapels royal, and thus head of 
the ecclesiastical portion of the royal house- 
hold. This renders him independent of both 
primates. For as the king’s palaces are 
exempt from all temporal jurisdiction, so are 
his chapels immune from all ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction. His royal chapels are known 
as the Capella Dominica, the sovereign chap- 
el, and as a “‘ Royal Peculiar,” beyond the 
authority of any archbishop, and the suprem- 
acy of which belongs to the sovereign him- 
self, who is supreme ordinary over all Eng- 
land.

The dean of the chapels royal must not 
be confounded with the clerk of the closet, 
who in pre-reformation times was the father 
confessor of the sovereign, but who since 
the establishment of the present Church of 
England has always beena bishop. His duty 
used to consist of attending the sovereign in 
the royal gallery or closet during divine 
service to resolve such doubts as might 
arise. concerning spiritual matters. In the 
case of Charlies II., all the clerk of the closet 
wai called upon to do was to arouse him 
from his slumbers at the close of the ser- 
mon. The clerk of the closet during the 
reign of Queen Anne was Dr. Younger, dean 
of Salisbury. Foreseeing the change of sov- 
ereigns, and the accession of the elector 
of Hanover to the throne of England, he 
applied himself with such success to the 
mastery ‘of the German language that the 
new king retained him in office as clerk 
of the closet, and understanding no English, 
and being profoundly bored by the lengthy 
divine services, used to talk in German unin- 
terruptedly with Dr. Younger from beginning 
to end,

This indecorous conduct excited much of- 
fense; so much so as to call for the interfer- 
ence of the government, and Lord Town- 
shend, who was one of the secretaries 
of state, finding that all remonstrances 
were useless, took upon himself to send 
Dr. Younger a positive order to re- 
pair immediately to his deanery of 
Salisbury without presenting himself 
again in the royal presence, and never to 
show hie face again at court, or to presume 
to address the king.

The qualifications of sucha body 
are the exact opposite of the other. Its 
membership should be numerous so that its 
decisions may be the resultant of independ- 
ent minds. It should. be entirely withdrawn 
from all political and personal influences, 
and it should have time for the deliberate 
consideration of the matters coming before it. 


ss 
Might Reorganize Body. 

“There are several ways in which this 
might be accomplished. The commission itseif 
might perhaps be reorganized, and its duties 
divided. Its executive functions could be 
transferred to a bureau in some department. 
I have myself thought that a new depart- 
ment should be created. Such a department 
would from the first have occupation in 
No department would be oftener 
applied to by‘all classes, nor would any be of 
more service to the whole public, railways 
and patrons alike. I can only urge the de- 
sirability of accomplishing the thing in some 
manner.’’ 

At the outset Mr. Prouty said the regula- 
tion of railways was the moat tmportant so- 
cial question before the country today. He 
said the railway has come to take the place 
of a public highway and it must be made 
such in fact. The government must protect 
the citizen In the use of these avenues and 
must protect the individual in the enjoyment 
of his property. 
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Both Sides Entitled to Justice. 

“The railway ig a public necessity,” con- 
tinued Mr. Prouty. ‘“‘ For this reason, in its 
construction, private property may be taken 
against the will of the owner. In exactly the 
same way when that highWay has been con- 
structed the public may, in its own interest, 
or as a measure of self-protection, direct as 
to its operation. It may say what trains 
shall be run, what rates shall be charged. 
But just as the railway company could not, 
in the construction of its railway, appropri- 
ate private property without just compensa- 
tion, so the public cannot, after that railway 
is constructed, appropriate the private prop- 
erty which has entered into it to the public 
use without just compensation. 

‘“* In other words, it cannot compel the rail- 
way to render its service to the public upon 
guch terms as will not yield to ite owners a 
fair return upon the value of property which 
is devoted tothe public use. Todo this would 
be to deprive the railway company of its 
property without due process of Jaw, in vio- 
lation of the fourteenth amendment. It 
would be a taking of private property with- 
out just compensation, and in violation of 
the fifth amendment, if the rate is estab- 
lished by federal authority. This is the 
ground upon which the federal court inter- 
feres. 

“It seems t@me clear, upon principle, that 
the federal courts can only interfere with 
the orders of the interstate commerce com- 


ground. The extent to which that interfer-’ 
ence may go is another question which never 
can be answered definitely.” 
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Not Power to Destroy. 

Mr. Prouty then said the court had de- 
cided that the power to regulate our rail- 
ways is not the power to destroy. He then 
cited Supreme court decisions to show that 
‘‘ where rates were fixed by state commis- 
sioners and were shown on appeal to the 
Supreme court not to yield a fair profit tothe 
carrier they were declared unlawful. He con- 
tinued: 

“It appears that no claim looking either 
to the future or to the past, with respect 
to the reasonableness or justice of an inter- 
state railway rate, can be originally made in 
any tribunal except the interstate commerce 
commission. That this jurisdiction must be 
extensive follows from the extent and na- 
ture of the interstate railway transporta- 
tion of this country. Just what it may mean 
cannot be stated with certainty yet. There 
have been filed with the commission since 
the amended law took effect, Aug. 28, 1906, 
816 formal complaints and 220 petitions for 
reparation damages. The reparation cases 
really depend upon the deciston in other 
cases, and therefore their disposition is 
largely clerical when the principal case has 
been decided.” 
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Parker on Clash of Authority. 

Alton B. Parker, former democratic candi- 
date for president, and executive head of the 
bar association, also spoke. He referred to 
the ideals of representative members of the 
legal profession and warned of the perils and 
dangers of enacting laws merely for the sake 
of political advantage. He then discussed the 
wave of general denunciation of corporate 
interests and the forays against all wealth, 
whether honestly or dishonestly gained. Re- 
ferring to the clash between federal and 
state control of railways, he decried hasty 
legislation. Discussing remedial legislation, 
he continued: 

‘National incorporation has been pro- 
posed, as has also a federal license system, 
the plan of the latter being to prohibit com- 
mon carriers and others interested in com- 
merece from participating in interstate com- 
merce without a license, the license only to 
issue upon an agreement to obey all federal 
requirements.” 
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Issue of Federal Control. 

Discussing the question of broader federal 
control of corporations, he said: | 

“It is not my purpose to discuss the merits 
of tee various claims for an increase of the 
federal power at the expense of the states. 
In the end such of them age are favorably 
acted upon by congress will have to pass the 
test of constitutionality before that greatest 
of all courts, the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and such statutes will stand or fall 
as they show, or fail to show, fidelity tothe 
spirit and purpose of the constitution. 

“ The attempts, however, on the part of the 
federal government to despoil the states of 
the powers.ané functions belonging to them 
will mot tend to smoothness in the working 
of our dual scheme of government. Already 
it has had@ite effect. The indignation of the 
governing forces of many of the states is 
already aroused. It is shown In the legisla- 
tion of the year. It had not a little to do, in 
my judgment, with the recent conflict of 
judicial authority in NorthCarolina. —- *

A NEW PLAGUE. 
{From the London Hospital.) 

A great outcry is being raised that tra- 
choma is greatly on the incremse in this coun- 
try, and that Lendon In particular is ** threat- 
ened with a plague of one of the most terrible 
maladies known to medical science,’’ that it 
is “spreading to an alarming extent, and 
little or nothing is being done to check it.’’ 

Trachoma is a diséase which is especially 
prevalent among the Jews, and there is no 
doubt that the large immigration of pauper 
Russian Jews which is continually taking 
place to our hospitable shores: tends to in- 
crease the number infected individuals 
in our midst and adds greatly to the risks 
of an epidemic of the disease. 

We are not aware, however,that the disease 
has hitherto shown signs of assuming any 
such alarming proportions as some of our 
contemporaries would lead us to believe. 
Definite measures have been taken to pre- 
vent the spread of infection among children 
‘by providing special schools for those al- 
ready afflicted with the disease, but rhede 
seems no doubt that the regulations to ex- 
clude immigrants suffering from the dis- 
ease are not enforced with anything like the 
same stringency as holds in America, 

In consequence a large number of those 
who were refused admission into the latter 
country find an asylum here in London, 
Liverpool, and other cities. The disease 
ig in no sense endemic, and could easily be 
stamped out from our midst by a proper

Hair Brushes. 


It is of the utmost bieeidtianbate eep one’s 
hair brushes.and combs clean. Dd not brush 
freshly shampooed hair with a brush that !s 
full of the accumulations of a month. Every 
night’s brushing removes from the head the 
day’s dust and dirt, so thata brush should be 
washed carefully twice a week at least. It 
can be kept clean by washing in warm water 
to which has been added several drops of 
ammonia and then dryinginthesun. Combs 
may be washed without harm to the teeth 
sven oftener than twice a week. The great- 
est care should be taken when purchasing a 
brush. Women who are dainty and careful 
of their toilet use their silver and ivory 
backed brush merely for their tollet table 
and for an occasional smoothing of the hair, 
while a businesslike brush with a white back 
and stiff bristles reposes in the top drawer 
of the dresser and is used for all the brush- 
ing purposes. The main thing to be remem- 
bered is the necessity of quick drying in the 
sun. When that is achieved the bristles have 
no time to soften. Never use a strong laun- 
dry soap on them unless you do not mind the

Rains calculated to interfere with harvest- 
fing operations in important sections of the 
northwest, further confirmation of reports 
of damage from recent frosts, and extraor- 
dinary strength in the principal foreign 
markets were foremost factors in a sharp 
upturn of wheat values yesterday. Notwith- 
standing the continued crippled telegraph 
service, speculative business was unusually 
broad and active. Bulls held the advantage 
from the start, increasing their lead asthe 
pession progressed. The market quickly 
responded to buying, and the scarcity of 
offerings even on the biggest bulges created 
mild panic among the shorts, whose cover- 
fing in the aggregate was a big strength pro- 
ducer. September was lifted to 92c, Decem- 
ber to 0 , and May to $1.08%, but in 
the last fow minutes there was enough real- 
ising by longs to take the\edge off of the day’s 
top. Final quotations showed net gains of 
1%c for the nearby month and 1%@2c for 
December and May. 

Initial traneactions were at prices about 
%e over the Saturday finish, brisk general 
commission house buying being prompted 
largely by strength at Liverpool! and by the 
unfavorable weather in the northwest. The

“  Gommerce Commission. - 


PROTEST TO BE HEARD OOT. 7

Costly and Needless. 


The interstate commerce comission will sit 
in Chic Ott. 7 to listen to the protest of 
the rail against the commission's recent 
ruling regardirfs the posting of tariffs at all 
stations. The commission has held the ruling 
in abeyance until the rallroadg could be 
heard. 

It is contended that the average small ship- 

per does not consult a tariff to ascertain the 
current rate, but applies to the railread agent 
for the information, and that those shippers 
whose business is so large that they desire 
a general knowledge of the rate situation of 
the country employ traffic managers to keep 
them posted. 
It is a fact not generally knows that the 
Standard Oil company has the best tariff 
bureau in the world, not excepting those of 
the great transportation lines. The great 
steel corporations are similarly equipped. 


Send Thousands by Mail. 

The railroads are quite willing to furnish 
tariffs to all who ask for them, and many 
of the Chicago railroads have a mailing list 
which inéludes over 2,000 firme and \cor- 
porations. To post a copy of each tariff at 
each station would mean the expenditure of 
hundreds of thoubande of dollars evéry year. 

Under the latest ruling of the commission, 
no exception is made as to what tariffs shal) 
be filed ata station. It saywall tariffs, those 
which apply from ‘that station ase well as 
those applicabie between stations hundreds 


1 of miles away, and !f a shipper desired to find 


a rate on any commodity he would find it 
receseaty to examine hundrede of tariffs be- 
fore he reached the one applicable to his ship- 
ment. 

The express companies and the Pullman 
Palace company must post their tariffa, the 
same as the railroad companies.
